The  School  Medical  Officer  begs  to  submit  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  of  the  School  Medical  Department  for  the  year  1945. 
In  accordance  with  instructions  the  scope  of  the  report  is  greatly 
reduced  but  the  more  important  tables  are  reproduced  to  preserve 
the  continuity  of  annual  returns. 

MALNUTRITION. 

The  school  population  does  not  appear  to  have  suffered  physically 
during  the  year,  and  there  has  been  no  increase  in  malnutrition  in  the 
entrants  and  the  leavers.  School  meals  have  contributed  to  the 
physical  well-being  of  the  children.  During  the  year,  324,624  free 
meals  and  555,085  paid  meals  were  provided. 
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UNCLEANLINESS. 

The  Municipal  Medical  Baths  continue  to  work  satisfactorily. 
Two  whole-time  women  attendants  and  a part-time  male  attendant 
are  employed.  Verminous  conditions  of  the  head  are  treated  on  three 
morning  sessions  weekly.  During  1945,  236  children  were  treated. 


SCABIES. 

There  has  been  a continued  slight  decrease  in  scabies.  Five 
afternoon  sessions  and  two  mornings  are  now  allotted  to  the  treatment 
of  scabies  each  week  in  the  Municipal  Medical  Baths.  Special  evening 
sessions  are  arranged  for  adult  male  members  of  the  families.  Every 
endeavour  is  made  to  examine  and,  if  necessary,  treat  the  whole  family. 
2,637  treatments  for  scabies  were  given  to  1,007  children  at  the  Medical 
Baths  during  the  year. 
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DENTAL  DEFECTS. 

One  of  the  Dental  Surgeons,  Mr.  R.  B.  Keighley  was  absent  on 
Military  Service  during  the  whole  of  the  year.  Mr.  Bray  resumed  his 
work  with  the  Authority  on  December  3rd,  1945,  on  his  release  from 
H.M.  Forces.  The  reduction  in  the  number  of  dental  surgeons  has 
gravely  interfered  with  the  work  of  the  Department. 

Of  3,459  children  inspected  by  the  dental  surgeons  in  routine 
and  special  inspections,  2,691  were  found  to  require  treatment  and 
2,460  received  treatment.

Employment  of  Children  and  Young  Persons. 

Four  hundred  and  nine  children  were  examined  during  1945 
for  employment  outside  school  hours  in  accordance  with  the  Bye-laws 
made  under  the  Children  and  Young  Persons  Act,  1933.

CHILDREN  UNABLE  TO  ATTEND  SCHOOL  THROUGH 
PHYSICAL  DISABILITIES. 

The  arrangements  under  this  heading  remain  the  same  as  last 
year. 

During  the  year,  17  children  have  been  on  the  books  of  the 
teachers,  and  altogether,  925  hours  of  actual  instruction  have  been 
given  to  these  children. 

REMAND  HOMES. 

(a)  Girls.  Fifty-nine  girls  were  admitted  to  the  Girls’ 
Remand  Home  and  65  discharged.  The  routine  examination  of 
girls  immediately  after  admission  and  before  discharge  was  carried 

out  as  usual. 

(b)  Boys.  The  Townleys  House  Remand  Home  for  Boys  was 
opened  on  March  5th,  1942,  and  provides  accommodation  for  29  boys. 
Since  the  opening  500  boys  have  passed  through  the  Home.  This  year 
162  boys  have  been  admitted:  — 

73  were  pending  vacancies  in  Approved  Schools. 

68  were  on  remand  — later  placed  on  probation. 

14  were  on  one  month’s  detention. 

6 were  absconders  from  Approved  Schools,  detained  pending 
escort  back  to  School. 

I was  certified  as  mentally  deficient. 

On  admission  many  boys  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  scabies, 
impetigo  and  malnutrition.
